INSTINCT OF ANIMALS. 


From The Friends’ Review. 

To whatever part, of the creation which surrounds 
we direct our attention, whether to its physical or to its 
intellectual order and organization, we still find ourselves 
overwhelmed with wonders, all indicating the wisdom and 
benevolence of their Author ; all tending to promote the 
happiness of the various races of animated nature. Among 
these wonders, the instincts with which these different 
races are, in various relations and degrees, imbued are 
not the least. 

Jacob Taylor, a Chester County almanac maker near 
the beginning of tbe eighteenth century, the county being 
then nearly a frontier settlement, tells a story of a flock 
of deer which occupied an island not otherwise inhabited. 
A herd of our domestic cattle were introduced into the 
island, but their presence gave no alarm to the deer The 
bellowing of the bulls, however formidable it might seem 
to ears unaccustomed to the sound, did not in any degree 
disturb the tranquillity of the previous occupants of the 


soil. But at length a dog found its way to the island, 
on which the deer immediately took the alarm and fled 
with precipitation. Why, then, inquires the almanac- 
maker, of a supposed philosophical friend who is repre¬ 
sented as present, were the deer so intimidated by the 
sight of a dog, although they remained undisturbed by 
the presence of animals apparently so much more fortnf- 


ammals apparently so much more formi¬ 
dable ? The philosopher answers that there is a sympa¬ 
thy between all ruminating animals to prevent hostility 
or the fear of hostility from each other. The almanac- 
maker, while seemingly assenting to the correctness of the 
explanation, shrewdly suggests a wonder, in which, no 
doubt, some of our readers may partake, how the deer 
could discover that the dog did not chew the cud as well 
as themselves. The sober truth seems to be—and here 
the wisdom and benevolence of the Creator are manifested 
—that those animals, whether ruminating or not, which 
live exclusively on vegetable food, manifest, while in their 
native state, no sign of hostility or fear of hostility to¬ 
wards each other. The deer manifests no more fear of a 
horse than of an ox. At the same time, these herbivorous 
animals appear, independently of experience or education, 
to entertain an instinctive perception that an enemy lurks 
in the carnivorous races. They therefore naturally flee 
from them. 

The poet Cowper, in his account of the treatment of 
his tame hares, informs us that he introduced to the ac¬ 
quaintance of each other a hare and a spaniel, with a 
view of ascertaining whether there was any natural hos¬ 
tility between the races to which they respectively be- j 
longed. The experiment was made with great caution; 

id as the hare manifested no sign of fear, and the spaniel 
_j symptoms of hostility, he concluded that the apparent I 
antipathy between the dog and the hare is artificial, not 
natural. The dog, he says, pursues because he is taught 
so to do, and the hare flees because be is pursued. 

If Cowper had been as shrewd a philosopher as he was 
interesting as a poet, he would probably have discerned 


members of the flock, and thus constitute a phalanx which 
even the larger animals of prey find it no easy matter to 


Among the wonders presented by the varied instincts 
of animals, it is particularly interesting to observe how 
large a share of these instincts and propensities may be 
rendered subservient to human purposes. When the 
Almighty bestowed upon man dominion over all the infe¬ 
rior races of animated nature, the means to establish this 
power as well as the authority were conferred. These 
means are found in the varied powers of the reasoning 
faculty. It is said that the bunched oxen of the Hotten¬ 
tots are taught to perform, in some measure, the duties of 
the shepherd’s dog: “ they are instructed to guard the 
flocks; which service they perform with dexterity, and 
defend them from the attacks of strangers and of rapar 
cions animals.” 

That most useful of domestic animals, the horse, not¬ 
withstanding the almost endless variety of services which, 
under the direction of human reason, he is taught to per¬ 
form,-does, in reality, little more than exercise the power 
which he instinctively possesses almost from tbe instant 
of his birth. The colt requires no instruction, either from 
man or its parents, how to walk. He begins, when only 
a few hours old, to use his limbs, rather awkwardly, in¬ 
deed, but in a manner essentially the same as that he is to 
practise through life. In his wildest and most playful 
gambols, he is only exercising and improving the powers 
of locomotion which, without instruction, he received 
from the hand of nature. And what does he ever accom¬ 
plish, in tbe varied services in which he is employed, 
but exercise the instinctive power, moulded and modified, 
it is true, by human education, which he possessed from 
the day of his birth. He moves as he is commanded, 
either swiftly or slowly, carries a burden, or presses agai 
an opposing obstacle; yet he is only exercising the 
stinctive faculty of locomotion. Still, a little reflection 
may convince us that if the amount of intellect possessed 
by tbe horse was much greater or much less than it is, he 
would answer the purpose of his owner less perfectly than 
he does. 

To bring these desultory remarks to a close, it may be L 
observed that as the instincts conferred upon the various - - - 

animal races are evidently designed to promote the hap¬ 
piness of the whole, the dominion conferred upon man 
was certainly never designed to counteract this purpose, 
but, as far as human influence can extend, to promote it. 

If is, therefore, an evident part of the duty of man, as the 
delegated governor over the inferior races of animated 
nature, to render his government conducive to the great 
purpose of the promotion, not the destruction, of happi¬ 
ness among the subjects of his authority. a T

book. Scholars were popularly ranked with women, 
having all their weakness and none of their charms. 

This estimate grew naturally out of their exceptional 
character as monks; for, at the beginning of modem 
history, learning came out of the monasteries with the 
ecclesiastics. By religious vows the monks were sepa¬ 
rated from all secular interests, including the family rela¬ 
tion. The reputation of the scholar arose from the char¬ 
acter of the monk. The monk was a man who dealt 
professionally with ideas rather than men. Dreamer, 
poet, vagabond and scholar grew to be synonymous 
names. But while the mass of monks undoubtedly justi¬ 
fied this judgment, it is iu the few and not in the mass 
that their characteristics are to be sought; . they were 
accused of not knowing men, but Gregory was a monk, 
and they belonged to the most sagacious organization in 
human history. They were called pedants and moles, but 
Abelard and Martin Luther were churchmen and scholars 
To call grammarians formalists, and swollen sponges of 
learning scholars, is to call a parish clerk a statesman. 1 
To call Bentley and Parr scholars is to insult Johnson 
and Milton. Sydney Smith tells of Dr. George who, 
hearing the great King of Prussia highly praised, said 
that he had his doubts whether the king, with all his 
victories, knew how to conjugate a Greek verb in mi. If 
you call Dr. George, and Wolfit; and Hayne scholars, 
what name have you for Goethe and Schiller ? 

In any just classification of human powers and pursuits 
the scholar is the representative of thought. Devoted to 
the contemplation of truth, he is, in the state, a public 
conscience by which public measures may be tested ; the 
scholarly class, therefore, to which, now as of old, the 
clergy belong, is the upper house in the politics of the 
world. 

Now, there is a constant tendency in material pros¬ 
perity, when it is the prosperity of a class and not of the 
mass, to relax the severity of principle. Therefore we 
find that the era of noble thought in national history is 
not usually coincident with the greatest national pros¬ 
perity. Greece was not greatest when rumours of war 
had ceased. Rome was not most imperial in the volup¬ 
tuous calm of Gonstantinopolitan decay.

Can you not fancy the parish beadles getting up and 
walking rapidly away from such sentiments? Can you 
not fancy all the noble and generous hearts in the world 
shouting, through-all the centuries, “Amen ! Amen ! ” 

Gentlemen, the scholar is the representative of thought 
among men, and his duty to society is the effort to intro¬ 
duce thought and the sense of justice into human affairs. 
He was not made a scholar to satisfy the newspapers or 
the parish beadles, but to serve God and man. While j 
other men pursue what is expedient, and watch with 
alarm the flickering of the funds, he is to pursue the truth 
and watch the eternal law of justice. 

But if this be true of the scholar in general, how pecu¬ 
liarly is it true of the American scholar, who, as a citizen 
of a republic, has not only an influence by his word and 
example, but, by his vote, a direct agency upon public 
affairs. In a republic which decides questions involving 
the national welfare by a majority of voices, whoever 1 
refuses to vote is a traitor to his own cause, whatever 
that cause may be; and if any scholar will not vote nor 
have an opinion upon great public measures, because that 
would be to mix himself with politics, but contents him¬ 
self with vague declamation about freedom in general, 
knowing that the enemies of Freedom always use its 
name, then that scholar is a traitor to Liberty, and degrades 
his order by justifying the reproach that the scholar is - 
pusillanimous trimmer. 

The American scholar, gentlemen, has duties to politics 
in general, and he has, consequently, duties to every politi -' 
cal crisis in his country; what his duties are in this crisi;- 
of our national affairs I shall now tell you as plainly as I 
can. The times are grave, and they demand sober speech. 
To us young men the future of this country is intrusted. 
What names does history love and every honest man 
revere ? The names of those who gave their youth and 
strength to the cause which is waiting for us to serve it. 


with regard to the result of such an acquaintance, if 
formed in the forest, beyond the influence of man. The 
hare, nursed and protected as it had been by Cowper, had 
unquestionably lost much of its vigilant instinctive dread, 
and consequently was not likely to be alarmed when no 
hostility appeared. The dog, educated altogether as a 
domestic animal, had, no doubt, been always accustomed 
to look to his master for his daily food, and had probably 
never been subjected to the necessity of acting as his own 
butcher. It was, therefore, highly unnatural and impro¬ 
bable that he should commence a new trade till impelled 
by hunger. The dog and the hare were therefore par¬ 
tially educated for peaceful acquaintance before they saw 
each other. 

That the dog, in his natural state, is exclusively a 
carnivorous animal will probably not be denied. Tbe 
dog and the wolf are so similar in their nature that the 
latter, while running in his native forest, may be justly 
regarded as the type of the former, with similar propensi¬ 
ties, and depending for support on similar means. God- 
man, in his Natural History, has produced evidence, 
which can hardly be disputed, that the dog and the wolf 
are, properly speaking, varieties of the same species, not 
animals of different races. Their mutual progeny differs 

one essential characteristic from all hybrid animals that 

e known—it is not marked with sterility. 

The mnocent sheep appears the especial victim of the 
wolf, and the depredations sometimes made on the sheep- 
fold by domestic dogs furnish evidence that it is educa¬ 
tion, not- nature, which prevents the dog from more fre¬ 
quently glutting his appetite with the flesh and blood of 
the lamb. Indeed, of all the domestic animals, the dog! 
stands conspicuous and comparatively alone for the changc4 ca! 
effected by education in his habits and propensitic-.-'ij t0 
Though, from his affinity to the wolf, the lamb would ap-- <■- 
pear to be his special food, yet we often find him trails-- 
formed by education to be the most efficient assistant t(r 
the shepherd in the protection of his flock. The shep¬ 
herd’s dog, in particular, furnishes a most reliable protec¬ 
tor, either by day or by night, of the flock entrusted to 
his charge. A strange dog that may venture within his 
domain, is pretty sure to pay for his temerity by the loss 
of his life. 


I was born in the State of Ohio. I am a cotton 
machinist, and steam engine builder by trade. Estab¬ 
lished a machine shop in Newport, Kentucky, on the lot 
where I now live, and which I purchased for a home resi¬ 
dence in 1839. While engaged in the machine business, 
a Mr. Ryan commenced the publication of a small daily 
paper in that place, and called it The Newport 'Daily 
News. He continued the publication of it about six 
weeks, during which time I, with others, wrote some arti¬ 
cles for his paper. He complained, after some of my 
avticles were published, that they were too radically libe¬ 
ral for a slave State, and that they bad injured his paper, 
and finally urged upon me.to buy him out. 

This was a new idea to me; the thought of an iron 
worker to lay down the hammer and cold-chisel, and to 
forsake the anvil and vice, and take up the pen, was a 
startling reflection to me. But I saw an independent 
press was needed for our place, and the mechanics and 
working-men of my acquaintance favoured the new idea; 
and not feeling satisfied that Mr. Ryan should say I had 
injured his prospects, I purchased his type and press at 
$650, and put them in the upper story of my machine 
shop, a large two-story frame building. I increased the 
size of the paper, and on the 7th day of March, 1850, we 
issued the first paper, placing for our motto the words, 
Liberty and Equadity.” 

This, with what I bad before written, caused a sort of I 
zealous inquiry amongst the officers of the law and Doc¬ 
tors of Divinity as to who this Bailey was and what he 
was -about. We, however, gave the general news of the 
day and went on to encourage public improvements, in¬ 
dustry and education; with now and then a good article, 
showing slavery to be the greatest curse to our general 
prosperity. (Newport is older than Cincinnati, but is a 
mere handful compared with the Queen City of free 
Ohio.) 1 


The Duration op Human Life. — Although the 
Hebrew poet fixed our years at threescore and ten, or at 
the utmost fourscore, it is a comfort to know that we may 
add five or six years to the fourscore in this part oi l 
the world—the wear and tear of life being smaller in 
these temperate climates than under the glowing sun of | 
Palestine. We find Blumenbach, in his Physiology , 
fixing on eighty-six as the limit of human life. On look¬ 
ing over European bills of mortality, he discovered that 
a considerable number attained this age, but that few 
exceeded it. ; By the Census of 1851, we find that in 
Great Britain 596,030 persons had passed the barrier of 
threescore years and ten—that 129,000 bad passed four¬ 
score—that 9,847 had lived ninety years and more—that 
2,038 attained to ninety-five years, and that 319 had 
reached more than one hundred years of age—two-thirds 
of these centenarians being women. The average dura¬ 
tion of human life, however, is only thirty-three years— 
one-quarter dying previous to the age of seven years, and 
one-half before reaching seventeen. In every 1,000 per¬ 
sons, only one reaches one hundred years—in every 100, 
only six reach sixty-five—and not more thau one in 500 
lives to eighty years of age. The married are longer 


lived than the single, and tall men, it is said, live longer 


than short ones; but we should imagine this to be mere 
conjecture. Women have more chances of life in their 
favour before fifty years of age than men, and fewer after¬ 
wards. Sir Henry Halford was informed by Baron 
Bruuow that there was a level country of about one hun¬ 
dred leagues square, sloping to the south on the borders 
of Siberia, where a year rarely passed in the course of | 
which some person did not die at tbe age of one hundred 
and thirty—from which it would seem that cold is fa¬ 
vourable to longevity. Persons born in the Spring are 
"■“"““i 1 ” more robust than others. Births and deaths 
frequent by night than by day. With regard 
to the hours most fatal to life, we learn from Mr. Timba 
that there are two minima, namely, from midnight to one 
o’clock, when the deaths are 83 per cent, below the 
average; and from noon to one o’elock, when they were 
20 3-4 per cent, below. From three to six o’clock, a. m 
inolusive, and from three to seven o’clock p. m., there is a 
gradual increase, in the former of 23 1-2 per cent, above 
the average in the latter 5 1-2 per cent. The maximum 
of death is from five to six o’clock a. m., when it is 40 
per cent, above the average ; the next during the horn 1 
before midnight, when it is 25 per cent, in excess ; a 
third hour of excess is that from nine to ten o’clock in 
the morning, being 17 1-2 per cent, above. From ten 
a. m. to three p. m. the deaths are less numerous, being 
161-2 per cent, below the average; the hour before 
being the most fatal. From three o’clock p. m. to 


So susceptible, indeed, is the dog of change of habit 
from education that he is actually transformed from a 
carnivorous animal to one dependent entirely upon vege¬ 
table food. In the Highlands of Scotland, the dog and 
his master live alike upon oatmeal, prepared in the same 
manner and eaten out of the same vessel. Among all the 
races that are susceptible to domestication, as well as 
among those that are never subjected to the dominion of 
man, it is curious and interesting to observe how their 
instincts are blended in some degree with a species of 
ratiocination. The herbiverous animals appear, as already 
observed, independently of experience, to discover enemies 
in the carnivorous races; and the latter do not seem to 
require education or instruction in the selection of their 
prey. But we often find, strangely mingled with these 
instinctive perceptions, means resorted to for escape 
from danger, or expedients for securing their prey, which 
can scarcely be accounted for otherwise than by the em¬ 
ployment of the reasoning faculty. Why does the hound, 
when he falls on the scent of his prey, if he happens to 
make a retrograde movement, immediately abandon it 
and pursue the proper course, but because the scent, if 
followed in a backward direction, grows fainter at every 
! jump, thus indicating to a reasoning animal a greater 
lapse of time since the scent was impressed on the ground. 
The numerous instances of sagacity exhibited by the dog 
furnish testimony, which can hardly be disputed, that he 
is to a certain extent a reasoning animal. 

The dog is only one among a countless number that 
may be justly reckoned, in some measure, reasoning 
animals. The elephant, in particular, so frequently exhi¬ 
bits evidence of the combining and comparing power 
that even Pope, with all his propensity to draw a strong 
line between reason and instinct, assigns to the elephant 
the character of a half-reasoning animal. The following 
anecdote which I have read, though I cannot recall my 
authority, seems to prove that this interesting animal is 
not only capable of ratiocination, but also of ingenious 
contrivance. An elephant, whose chain did not allow 
him the full range of his prison-house, was thrown apiece 
of money, which happened to rest at some distance within 
the wall of his prison, but beyond the reach of his chain. 
The sagacious animal, directing his trunk to a part of 
the wall immediately beyond where the piece of money lay, 
blew a strong blast, which, by its recoil, poured a current, 
of air directly over the part of the floor where the money 
lay, and this current immediately drove the coin withm 
the reach of his chain. 

The following anecdote, from “Instinct Displayed,” 
plainly indicates the exercise of the reasoning faculty by 
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We employed from seven to eight compositors, two 
reporters and a proof reader, the first year, and, daring 


that time, a.l that would “ take a jovial glass ” and loiter 
away their time had money furnished them for that end,

This 
used us to call the attention of our daughters and wife 
the composing stick, who, with our own aid, managed 
to get the paper to press towards daylight in the morning 
on all such occasions. 

Finally, when tbe craft began io find out that we could 
patch things together and bring out the paper at its 
regular time, a majority of them clubbed together and 
passed a resolution that the girls should not set type in 
the office, as it would injure the craft, and bring its mem- 


could not make money fast enough to pay the debts then 
due on the type, and my notes found their way into the 
hands of my opponents, and the iron law was set in force 
against me. Friends were looked for in vain among the 
officers of thc law, and my property (house and lot) was 
sold to pay the debts—for I was resolved not to give up 
the types and presses. . „ . , j 

Pike finally went to Covington, in the adjoining 
County, and there continued his persecution by his paper. 
Another, called the Star, joined him against me, but both 
died out. The Democratic Union, another pro-slavery 
sheet in Covington, also died. Another was started 
against me in Newport, called the Messenger, in which 
all the pens of the Slave Power and lawyers combined 
were turned against me, but it onlv lived about eighteen 
months; it was a tri-weekly. We still continued our 
regular course of reason and righteousness, condemning 
the Slave Power by the perfidy of its own acts, and show¬ 
ing that it had no friendship in common with the toiling 
millions, white or black, and that they warred against 
themselves by encouraging ignorance, chains and slavery. 

Another pro-slavery paper was started in Newport, 
called The Roll, a perfect fire-eater, in which heaven and 
earth were moved to gain a victory over the News, but it 
soon rolled overboard, and that ended tbe pro-slavery 
presses in Newport. There were two others started in 
Covington, the city joining Newport, Ky., on the west. 
One was called The Garland and the other The American 
Sentinel, both pro-slavery, but more mild; they, too, have 
gone to the tombs. In the meantime we were sued for 
§20,000 for telling the truth on a bad man (J. A. Piner, 
high sheriff of Campbell County, Ky.). He had taken 
money fraudulently, and came out of court without re¬ 
ceiving one cent for his character. But it cost us $300 
to defend the suit. These things, together with the new 
printing-house—one that they cannot burn down, and 
which cost $1,500—have kept us in tbe background, and 
crippled our efforts to set Kentucky free.

We have now ten children that can set type. Three 
of the girls, I think, are without a superior for speed. 
All have tasted the effects of slavery, and feel resolved to 
banish it from Kentbcky, and never cease to encourage 
its overthrow everywhere. We now issue twenty-eight 
hundred weeklies and five hundred dailies. Our own 
family is giving from fifty to sixty dollars a week, ‘ 
labour, to the cause of freedom in the United States.

MRS. IDA PFEIFFER—LETTER FROM HUMBOLDT.

Mrs. Ida Pfeiffer, the celebrated lady traveller, who I 
went twice round the world, is now again in London,

her way to Madagascar, into the interior of which she 
wishes to penetrate and explore. Her most recent tra¬ 
vels extended over Germany, but she does not find in the 
civilized parts of the world the same interest as in the 
less cultivated regions. There, in the bosom of nature, 
undisturbed by the presence of man, she delights most. 

On this her last visit to the European continent, some of 
the most distinguished men came forward, unsolicited, to 
do her honour. In Berlin and Amsterdam, the Society 
of Natural History conferred upon her their respective 
diplomas, and elected her an honorary member. The 
King of Prussia graciously invited her to his residence 
at Potsdam, and presented her with the golden medal of 
the Humboldt order for arts and sciences. The greatest 
living naturalist and philosopher, Alexander von Hum¬ 
boldt, exhibited in her favour the warmest friendship and 
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admiration. As a token of the affectionate interest he 
took in her welfare, he presented her, on parting, with an — 
autograph letter, of which the following is a literal ' Tru “ ks ’ Cai 
translation :

As some of the instincts and prqpensilus of the animal

tion of man. A little acquaintance with the subject, 
however, must convince us that this conclusion has been 
ton hastilv drawn. Dr. Hancock, in his Essay on Instinct, 
nforms us £t a sheep to a wild state manifests a strong 
Dronensity to associate lor mutual defence.

bers into contempt. We expostulated with them, and 
asked only for steadiness and punctuality on their part; 
and, at this time, found out they had been told that the 
paper did not fill the wishes of the leadtog men of New¬ 
port—that it opposed the institutions of the State (the 
“ peculiar institution ”), and that snch a paper was not 
wanted there. 

We soon found that it was useless to employ printers 
to be thrown into the hands of a wealthy faction and 
there tutored to defeat the object for which they were 
employed. So, after consulting our own family, we con¬ 
cluded it was time for us to pass a resolution also, which 
was “ that no more printers should be employed in our 
office until the influence of our opponents was destroyed.” 
Then girls and boys (four daughters and two sons), wife 
and self all “ pitched in,” to the number of eight, all told; 
leaving tbe machine-shop entirely to the care of a few 
hands until the work engaged was completed; after 
which, we found it expedient to shut it up altogether, 
having no time to direct the action of the workmen. 

Meantime our little store, containing $800 worth of 
groceries, was completely run down, the income from the 
paper being small, owing to the active opposition of our 
opponents ; for it Was their custom to watch the adver¬ 
tisements every morning (obtained by our little daughter, 
then but ten years old), by going into Cincinnati, and 
statiDg to the advertisers that they; the influential Ken¬ 
tuckians, would purchase nothing from any house that 
advertised in the Newport News—that they (the adver¬ 
tisers) were indirectly at war with the most respectable 
and wealthy citizens of Kentucky by supporting such a 
sheet, and that'they would find it to their interest to have 
nothing to do with it. 

This course of action was mortifying to us, imd we 
resolved to issue a weekly paper also, to let the country 
people know something of the actions of these heartless 
men. So, on the 4th of August, 1851, having obtained 
about fifty subscribers, we issued The Kentucky Weekly 
News, in which, as well as the daily paper, we showed up 
the actions of lazy drones and despots by name, and con¬ 
trasted them with the industrious workfog-men of our 
State. This drew out the sunburnt masses with hardened 
hands from the sleek and ruddy faces of ease and leisure, 
and caused them to stand upon the side of Bailey, their 
fellow-workman and unfliching advocate of equal rights. 

The next thing was to try the law of might against 
'right; but to this they soon found they would be over¬ 
powered in numbers, and they shrank from the encounter. 

'what to do they could not tell. “The d-d fools 

would continue to read Bailey’s paper,” and another press 
must be brought to bear against him; this was the word 
from the “ upper ten.” The weekly paper had increased 
its circulation, from the 4th of August to the 6th of 
October, to about three hundred, and about 1 o’clock of 
that morning (6th of October, 1851) the whole concern 
was in flames, having been set on fire to the night by 
some base incendiary. 

Not only tbe first type and press purchased of Ryan 
were lost, but a new font and a new press for the weekly 
sheet, amounting to $1,600 to addition; which, with the 
machine-shop, blacksmith shop and screw machinery, were 
all destroyed, and my lot, with a handsome grape bower 
and valuable fruit trees, &c., all laid waste to the cattle 
and bogs in the town. Then were deep anguish and sorry 
hearts in my family. Our clothing and bedding nearly 
all destroyed; for, having to work night and day, we 
were obliged to have our bedding to the office to take rest 
vfken we could. 

On the same morning, after sunrise, while the blue 
vapour was rising through the beds of burning coals, 
came Mr. Samuel Pike, editor of tbe Maysville (Ky) 
Flag, a strong pro-slavery man, in company with some 
of his friends. They viewed the mins awhile, and theD

So they raised 
me $ol7 in cash within four days, which I paid on the 
purchase of two new presses, larger than the others, and 
a sufficiency of type, job letter, &c„ amounting to $2,000. 
This we put into the house where we lived, and got

incredible. 

Is this not an abundant testimony, then, that deadly 
weapons are absolutely unnecessary for protection ? And 
may not nations learn from this fact, tested under the 
very longitude and lattfode of the earth, that if they were 
to confide in the protecting power of Providence and not 
in gunpowder, there would be an end of maintaining 
standing armies and men trained to the use of arms, 
which, perhaps, more than any other cause, provoke wars 
and bloody conflicts amongst mankind ? 

An irresistible impulse impels this wonderful lady to 
wander over God’s vast and beautiful world, and to visit 
the great variety of the races of men. Not the least 
wonderful part of her adventures is the way in which she 
communicates with the various peoples, some of whom 
she found to the least developed stage of nature. For she 
is assisted by an extraordinary power of expressing her 
wants and thoughts by mimicry—a kind of natural lan¬ 
guage of universal interpretation. 

It might be imagined that, in order to perform such 
stupendous travels, Mrs. Ida Pfeiffer must be in pos 
sion of a large fortune, whereas her only pecuniary 
sources are vested in the produce of her literary Works. 

When to this way a modest sum has accumulated in the 
hands of her publishers, she again sets out to visit some 
unexplored part of the world, to return when her means 
are exhausted. 

Several editions of her works, translated into the 
English language, have found extensive public favour in 
England and America. Her last travel round the world, 
by far the most interesting of her literary productions, 
has been edited by Messrs. Orme and Longmans. 

She is now waiting to meet with a suitable vessel to 
carry her to the Cape of Good Hope or to the Mauritius, 
and thence to Madagascar. May her wishes be fulfilled,

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' 0N Shakspeare and Dante.— The following 
jnote of Buskin on Shakspeare and Dante is profound and 
finable: 

“ Shakspeare almost always implies a total difference 

nature between one human being and another; one 
bemg from the birth pure and affectionate, another base 
and cruel; and he displays each, in its sphere, as having 
the nature of dove, wolf, or lion, never much implying the 
government or change of nature by an external principle, 
i here can be no question that in the main he is right in 
of human nature; still, the other form of virtue 
does exist occasionally, and was never, as far as I recol¬ 
lect, taken much uote of by him. And with this stern , 
view of humanity Shakspeare joined a sorrowful view of 
Fate, closely resembling that of tbe ancients. He is dis- 
tingnished from Dante eminently by his always dwelling 
on last causes instead of first causes. Dante iuvariably 
points to the moment of tbe soul’s choice which fixed its 
fate, to the instant of the day when it read no farther, or 
determined to give bad advice about Penestrino. But 
Shakspeare always leans on the force of Fate, as it urges 
the final evil; and dwells with infinite bitterness on the 
power of the wicked, and the infinitude of result depen- 
deut seemingly on little things. A fool brings the last 
piece ot news from Verona, and the dearest lives of its 
noble houses are lost; they might have been saved if the 
sacristan had not stumbled as he walked. Othello mis¬ 
lays his handkerchief, and there remains nothing for him 
but death. Hamlet gets hold of the wrong foil, and the 
rest is silence. Edmund’s runner is a moment too late at 
the prison, and the feather will not move at Cordelia’s 
a ' 1. Sa . lisbur y a uioment too late at the tower, and 
Arthur lies on the stones dead. Goneril and logo have 
on the whole in this world, Shakspeare sees, much of 
their own way, though they come to a bad end. It is t 
pin that Death pierces the king’s fortress wail with .

by side with the pin-armed skeleton.”
